THE ANDAMAN CONVICTS. 
—-—— 


STORY OF THE SETTLEMENTS. 


BY MAURICE V. PORTMAN. 

Lord Curzon's contemplated visit..to the 
Andaman Islands will be the first which a 
Viceroy has pald to that region since the ar 
sassination of the Earl of Mayo by a convict on 
the 8th of February, 1872, This narrow strip 
of Islands, extending southwards from the Cape 
Negrais, contains some of the most beautiful 
scenery in the East. The last view on which 
Lord Mayo looked from the summit of Mount 
Harriett, the sun setting over the Labyrinth 
Islands and the harbour of Port Blair below 
him, has few equals. 

For strategic purposes in 1789, during our 
wars with France, the. Andamans . were 
annexed by Great Britain, Before that time 
they wore known merely asa resort of Malay 
pirates and as being inhabited by ferocious 
savages. After the annexation « small penal 
settlement was established by Lieutenant Blair 
in the present harbour of Port Blair. It throve 
exceedingly woll till, in an evil moment, the 
Govemor-General was persuaded to transfer 
the settlement to a large harbour in the north 
of the group, almost surrounded by mangrove 
twamps, whera the sick and death rates were 
fo high that the place was closed in 1795, In 
1824 that northern harbour, Port Cornwallis, 
was made ‘the rendezvous for the Fleet pro- 
ceeding to Burma for the frst Burmese War, 
Captain Marrayat, the novelist, distinguishing: 
himself by his arrangements for watering the 
vessels under great difficulties, 

DISPOSAL OF CRIMINALS, 

The habit of the Andamanese of massacring 
the crews of any ship which touched at 
their Igndg led the Government of India to 
consider the need ofa reoccupation, Owing 
to the outbreak’ of the Mutiny the scheme for 
that step bung fire until the close of 1857, when 
Dr, Mouatt was despatched to examino the harr 
bours, so as to find one suitable for a penal 
settlement in which the convicted mutineers 
could be kept a safe distance from Indiz. The 
harbour of Port Blair, Lieutenant Blalr’s 
original cholce, was fixed on, and In April, 
1858, Dr. Walker, the newly-appolnted superin- 
tendent, arrived with the first batch of convicts. 
The records of those days are marvellous read: 


ing. -There was an insufficient garrison, there 


op 
islands possess, and the general health and 
dise'p'ina -of the community were satisfactory. 
The Government of Indi», with a laudable but 
a misguided. desire for a reform, decided in 
1890 to reintroduce (he Indian gaobsystem as 
far as possible. Orders were given to build 
huge cellular and associated gaols. This dia- 
cipline was to be more strict and repressive, 
the old idea ‘of making the settlement a re- 


‘Among other chavges the deportation of term 
.convicttothe Andamans was forbidden. General 
Stewart had held the opinion that a settlement 
composed entirely of life convicts could not be 


‘safely worked with the small guards supplied, . 


and the Government of his day acceded to his 
_tequest for term convicts, Lord Curzon had 
only been in office afew months when this 
question was resubmitted to him by the su- 
perintendent of Port Blair, who found the 


same difficulty which had béen experienced by | 


General Stewart. Gencral Stewart's arguments 
were again considered. The Viceroy can- 
celled the orders passed by the Govern- 
ment of his predecessors, and has permitted 
term convicts to be transported. Much Is anti- 
cipated by the local authorities Port Blair from 
the expected visit of Lord Curzon, 
CONVICT LIFE AND NATIVE RACE. 

The life of a convict in the great Indian 
penal settlement is not unduly harsh, For 
six months after his arrival he is in a cell in 
a prison, and afterwards works for eighteen 
months in an associated gaol, Should his con- 
duct be good he joins one of the many gangs 


who clear jungle, cut firewood, make roads, and | 


do the thousand and one jobs necessary to the 
development of a colony. After five years, 
always with good conduct, he receives a small 
allowance of money, paid monthly, and spent 
on‘permitted luxuries. The man may be in 
domestic service, or be a petty officer in charge 
of convict, A life convict may after ten years 
obtain a self-supporter's ticket, may marry, 


may receive an allotment of land, and may live 


a fairly free life. The convict may also, except 
in bad cases, obtain his release after twenty 
years and retum to India, a wise enactment 
which was passed by Lord Northbrook and 
which gives the “Iifer” something to hope for, 
thus relieving the settiament from the danger 
which would arise from a combination of a 
large number of desperate men. 

Convicts may be seen in many places, but 
only in the Andamans—and even there in very 
small numbers now—are to be met the An- 
damanese, ane of the most interesting scienti> 
fically and most charming personally of all 
savage races. Pure negritos, with ebony black 
skins, the blackness extending to lips, nostrils, 
and the roofs of their mouths, small, with Gnely 
shaped hands and feet, and without in many 
instances the typical negrofd features, the An- 
damanese were long a puzzle to the learned. 
The Malays said thay were the hanumans or 
monkey people while Marco Polo and others 
attributed to them doge’ heads and tails. All 
comers were sure that these natives were can- 
nibals, and up to fifty years ago many thought 
them the descendants of Negro ‘slaves who had 
suffered shipwreck As independent inquiry 
in different coun‘ries was made, however, it 
was ascertained that thero’ had inhabited a 
large portion of the earth a great negrito race, 
living a nomadic life, and that of this race, the 
traces of which still existed, the purest speci- 
mens were the Andamanese. Probably the 
oldest race of unmixed bleod on earth, with 
traditions reaching back to the time when its 
{olands formed part of the mainland of Burma, 
this people is now rapidly becoming extinct, 
the inevitable result of its contact with a 
“civilisation” such asa settlement of convicts 
must bring. The Andamanese have always 
been ferocious through ignorance and fear, and 
they have suffered much at the hands of Malay 
slave-traders. Cannibals they neyer were, and 
when once known more pleasant companions 
in the’r own jungles and on their reefs could 
not be found. The Jarawa tribes have still 
resisted all attempts on the part of the settle- 
ment officials to establish friendly relations, 
arid only in 1886 was the tribe onthe Little An- 
daman subdued, 

An Interesting island about seventy-five miles 
from Port Blair is the quiescent volcano called 
Barren Island, a perfect specimen of a marine 


volcano rising abruptly from deep water to a} 


height of eleven hundred feet. The outer slopes 
are covered with jungle, and only on the north- 
west side, where a rift in the hill occurs, can 
the imposing ¢entral cone be seen, It was last 
active about tho year 1830, but no accurate 
records have been kept.

Dr, J. H. Lowry’s report, on the health of 
Pakhoi, for the half-year ended 3tst March, 
1903, is printed in the Medical Reports of the 
Imperial Maritime Customs, Dr, Lowry says: 
--The general health of foreigners has been 
fairy good during the past six months, Only 
four members of the Customs staff and one of 
the postal have been off duty thruugh sickness 
There has been one b.rth, the lady being on a 
visit from the neighbouring port; she was a 
multipara, and made a yood recovery. The 
winter bas not been a severe one—the usual 
northerly blows, which lust three days, then the 
weather ig mld again; the lowest reading of 
the thermometer was 3," F., on the 30th Jan, 
Th: rainfall has not been great; the largest 
quantity recorde 1 was in the month of Decem- 
ber and March, Dengue was prevalent in the 
town during September, October, and Novem- 
ber; in the latter month | attended three Euro- 
peans, all living in the same house, situated on 
the Lienchow Koad, One of the ladies stricken 
had not long recovered from her confinement. 
All three cases did well and the disease ran a 
simple course : there was much weakness alter- 
wards, and in the case of the male patient 
there was much weakness of the knees for 
quite a time after, This is the first occasion 
that dengue has come under my notice during 
a long residence in the South, ‘The description 
of the disease piven by Manson in his Trifical 
Diseases 1s most uccurate--a true picture of 
the disease, At the time of writing this ‘report 
no cases of bubonic plague have come undermy 
notice, and from duily inquiries there ig no 
outbreak in the town, though this is the time 
of year the disease is prone to make ils ap- 
pearance in this neighbourhood. Wo Kuro- 
peans now live in the town, and more houses 
have been built on the healthy plain to which 
I have so frequently referred to in previous 
reports.

It was threé yerrs. ago, in a London salon, 
that I met him; and there we had n log, talk, 
To-day I have rediscovered the brief notes I 
had then jotted down in my journal. 

As he told me the story of his ‘political 
career I felt as if 1 were turning the prges of 
some Oriental. story of Haroun al ,Raschid. 
He was twenty years old when he’ first took 
office under his country’s Government. The 
old mikado, Komei:Tenno, made him his 
friend and one morning summoned: him to 
the palace. “You have,” said he, “the making 
of a statesinan, and perhaps you are destined 
to become the prime minister of Japan, but to 
this end you must give yourself a braad 
education, Especially you must understand 
Europe.” 

At the expense of the impcrial treasury, Ito 
was despatched in company with another 
distinguished Japanese gentleman, Count 
Inouye, on a journey to Eogland. There he 
remained fifteen months studying English 
and the institutions of Great Britain; he 
observed men and affairs and ships, ships most 
of all) At the end of the fifteen months he 
returned to the Orient and throw himself 
headlong into the war in which Japan was then 
involved. On his way home he left the passenger 
steamer and enlisted as a simple sailor on bod 
a man-of-war; took part in the naval battle that 
was fought beneath the walls of Shimonoseki ; 
and then, still in sacdou’s dress, negotiated with 
ihe foreign Powers in the name ot his 
emperor, He was twenty-two years old, 

When the treaty of peace was sigaed he was 
made governor of Hyogo, and-in 1868 at the 
age of twenty-eight he was made minister of 
finance. ‘Then followed cabinet ufter cabinet 
and ministerial combination after mirMsterial 
combination without reference to Ito. Later, 
however, he was seven times made minister 
and four times president of the council, 

One day the younger emperor, Mutsuhito, 
had Ito called to him, and addressed him in 
calmost “the ‘same words which his father, 
Komei Tenno, had used: “You are a greal 
ininister, but you must still inform yourself 
more broadly, My father sent you to study 
Europe; | am going to send yuu to study’ 
Ametica.”

So, always at the expense ‘of the impenal 
treasury, Ito set out to learn about the United 
States, As a result of the investigation, he 
brought back the outlines of a constitution for 
Japan. Of this let him speak for himself; 


“It was by no means an easy thing to 
make a constitution for a country which had 
never so much as heard of parliamentary gov- 
ernment. I had no model to guide me in all 
our history, and it was necessary to build sound-

stray shots. ‘he vessels are specially strensth- 
ened all around the gnn sponsons to check the 
strain of yun fire, ahbough the carriages of the 
six-inch weapiuns are fied with the Vavassour 
recoil apparatus which gathers uj the recoil 
and allows the yun to return to firing position 
without handling. Owing to their speed and 
coal capacity the Joapresses would make armed 
cruisers of no mean power.

SEA FIGHTING. 
From an engineering point of view the naval 
operations in the Far East are of surpassing 
interest, inasmuch as they constitute weil nigh 
the first serious fighting that has occurred with 
sodern appliances, 1t is a singular circum- 
stance that the Japanese have now twice 
gained experience in sea fiyhting where we 
as yet have none, and our American cousins in 
the Spanish war very litle, It would be wrong 
to generalize from the very meagre details yet 
to hand of sea fighting last month in the Far 
East, So far as yet appears, the torpedo, once 
so dreaded as to be threatened with condemna- 
tion as an infernal machine, is infinitely more 
merciful in operation than shell fire, tis true 
that the ships torpedoed lay at anchor ina 
port where they could not well sink far enough 
to drown their crews, and indeed the picture 
drawn by the New York /eru/d’s correspondent 
of the Perseviel's cook calmly throwing out 
slops on the morrow of the disaster, gives a 
setio-comical touch to the affair, In that case 
the torpedoed ships have been simply put out 
of action more or less temporarily without any 
more serious loss of life than was richly 
deserved by a force caught so flagrantly 
napping. It would be a very. diflerent 
affair in deep water, but then the torpedoing 
of chips in steam at sea is not so 
easily effected. ‘The more recent torpedo 
action in a snowstorm would tend to show that 
Nature can occasiunally be effectively used to 
dispense with the need for submarine boats. 
Coming to the shell-fire actions it is interest- 
ing so note how terribly successful it was off 
Chemulpo against cruisers, and how relatively 
harmless at Port Arthur against fully armourd 
ships, It has long been foreseen that a shell 
bursting among a crowd of men inside an iron 
box has would convert a stricken ship's ween 
decks intu most ghastly shambles, That appal- 
ling forecast has been verified almost to the 
lettes, and the lesson that scems first to be 
earnt is that a cruiser should not let herself be 
caught in narrow waters where her speed and 
manauyring power cannot be utilised for avoid- 
ing shell fire, It looks as if the duo ned ships 
at Chemulpho were far from well-equipped for 
the dread baptismofshell-fire they so gallantly 
went forth to face, efore saying more than 
that one would like to have more reliable par- 
ticulars of the extraordinary 8,0.0-yard range 
at whch, according (o the telegrams, the 
Japanese made such good practice, even ad- 
mitting that the sea was so sincoth as gave a 
steady platform, The chief lesson, so far, seems 
to bear on the business of the deck officers 
more than of the engine-room, or even than on 
the designer’s functions. Itis: Don't get c.ught 
napping particularly in narrow waters, more 
respecially on a parligily armoured craft—above 
all where you have no battleships to retire 
upon.—dndian Engineering,

It was well in the middle watch when the 
ting-waited for “clang” of the antiquated 
stand-by bell rang ow and the mud hook slowly 
anbent itself! from Dai Nippon, A. cold 
Noreaster is blowing, and I anticipate a rough 
passage, 

It has fallen to my Int in my time to be 
mixed up in all kinds of fluating craft; but 
“this bere 1862-er” with her Chinese flag and 
Japanese crew beats all, About the size of one 
of the Glyde cluthas, and quite as speedy, she 
accommodates (?) 252 passengers. Once known 
as the fee Min, she was no doubt (40 add 
years ayo)a flyer; but alas! wehave progressed, 
and her old compound engine as it wheez-s 
out its chorus would supply Bobby Burns's 
ghost “a sony of steam.” Having made sundry 
calculations in regard to the vessel's two boats, 
four life belts, and twelve wooden buckets, | 
have’ decided to stick quite close lo the “rice 
boiler” and give the other 251 a chance, 

Together with me, and closeted in a wee 
1ocm, are three others ; two are correspondents 
far Tokyo papers bound for Chemulpo. As 
anticipated, the weather outside Rokuren was 
sufficiently bad to cause the skipper to anchor, 
and we lay bobbing about for the remainder of 
ihe night. It was no’, indeed, until 3 pm, on 
the 22nd that the sa moderated and we were 
able to start again. 

Fusan, Mar. 23. 

At 6am. we made the rocky coust line, and 
soon afterwards passed the precipitous cliffs 
(bat mark the entrance to the land locked bay. 
Winding round the base of a fir-crowned hill, 
and the town of Fusan comes to view. ‘To the 
westward a ruadway cut through the soft hill 
leads to the railway terminus, and we could 
see acouple of engines hauling trucks on the 
sidings. Surmounting a hill, as one glances 
towards the railway buildings are imposing 
foreign-built, houses, and over one of them 
floatsthe red ensign, Further along, half-hidden, 
are more buildings of substantial stracture, A 
small breakw iter, abuut half-a-mile im fength, 
runs along the water front, sume 2.0 yards 
from the “bund” At one end of this break- 
water is silualed the Customs compound and 
the hatoba. 

One's first impression of Fusan is that the 
town is decidedly Japanese, from the sampans 
that carry you ashore va the houses and streets. 
ut the Koreans and their yatments are 
decidedly strange to the new-comer, At first 
the pure white of the rament reminds one of 
priests; but the soiled and dirty linen of the 
labouring classes makes a somewhat unpleasant 
contrast, 

The streets on close inspection prove ill-kept 
and dirty, and although the telephone and 
electric light have come, there appears to have 
been no attention paid to sanitation: 

Rumour reaches the camp, via Chemutpo, of

A St. Petersbury dispatch reports a great 
scarcity of foudsiults for the armies en route ta 
Manchuria, The problem is becoming so 
serious that army officials are apprehensive 
lest they become unable to deal with it. Meat 
rations are spatingly served on the long trip 
across Siberia, in view of the many delays on 
the way, and the troops for the most part are 
subsisting on sour soup with cabbage. Not- 
withstanding Unis grave situation, General 
Kuropatkine declares the soldiers are in fine 
mettle and they will surprise the world by their 
willingness and capacity to meet the exigen- 
cies he admuls are ahead in the bitter campaiyn 
fea is not provided by the authorities, but 
nearly every couipany supplies itself though the 
men receive only seven roubles a year. ‘The 
Captain. say that tea keeps the rank and file 
in humour to bear hardship and face danger. 
Every railway in Kussia 1s carrying soldiers to 
junction points that connect with the Tans- 
Siberian line. ‘Froop trains are followed by 
processiuns of cars lined with aminusttion, 
guns, two-wheeled carts and huspital supplies. 
Nhe soldiers are generally between 21 and 27 
years of age, and are said to be full of vigour. 
Their unitoris are plain almost (o the point of 
meanness When the troups reach the mil- 
Mary storehouses east of Lake Batkal they 
are provided with long sheepskin overcoats 
and double jackets of deerskia or gouatskin. 
Each company is under direcuun of its Cup- 
tain and supervises its owa kitchen and no- 
munates its couk and provision master, All 
Matters pertaining to the company are man- 
aged w.th great efficiency as a. ma,ority of the 
soldiers are peasants accustomed to highly 
‘developed communal existence. 


. “TEIKOKU GUNJIN YENGOKWAI,”

wert, nobody can deny that. we are in the 
face’.of. an..exiremely. serious ‘crisis, the 
magnitude “of -which” is unparalléled’ in’ ‘the 


their persqnal interests for their country's 
sake. They can-not attend to their aged and 


! decrepit parents, can not nurse their sick and 


dying wives, can not lend” ear to the cries of 
hungor of their beloved children. Is there any 
one possessing the common feelings, of 
humanity who can look with calm unconcern 
upon these pathetic scenes of heroic patriotism 
and self sacrifice?’ The State must of course 
take steps to’ provide for those that sacrifice 
their family interests on the ahar of country, 
and we learn with pleasure that the Govern- 
ment is now submitting suitable projects for 
the consideration of the competent authorities. 


But we have to take into consideration the fact]. 


that any measure of relief undertaken by the 
State must be subject to the restraints of rule 
and be governed by the general average of 
visible facts, so that account can not be taken 
of the special circumstances of ench family 
and eacl member of a family. Besides, 
the amount thus granted: in relief neces- 
sarily can pot be superabundant. It might 
be enough for families with few members 
in remote village regions, but it would be 
evidently insufficient for large families residing 
in populous cities, Hence the necessity of 
resorting to private iniiative and of supple- 
menting these insufficiencies, correcting these 
Inequalities, and endeavouring to meet the 
needs of each suffering family, Compatriots, 
it is our duty to look to the wetfare of the weak 
who aie dear to those that are spilling their 
bigod and risking their all in defense of the 
honour of the nation, Let us at least endeavour 
to enable them to face death in their country's 
cause with peaceful heatt—assured that the 
spectre of starvation will not menace the loved 
ones they leave behind. This is at once the 
duty and the privilege of their fellow-country- 
men, and we appeal to the public to co-operate 
heartily in the discharge of the solemn obliga- 
tion, We may add that though this Associa- 
tion has been founded in view of the present 
crisis, it may subsequently happen that the 
result of the work done may suggest the advis- 
ability of continuing the Association as a per- 
manent institution. a 


Following are items from the 4 C. D. 
News :— 

‘Tokio, 31st March. In the engagement at 
Chongju on the 28th of March, five Russian 
officers were severely wounged, and three Cos- 
sacks killed and twelve wounded. Major- 
General Mischenko was present at the engage- 
ment. 

The Russian attempt to neutralise New- 
chwang has failed, owing to the British state- 
ment that it must be dependent on the wih- 
drawal of the Russian troops. 

The Russian administration at Newchwany 
having issued prelaninary regulations with re- 
aid to the military control of the port, the 
Foreign Consuls on the 28th of March asked 


their home governments for instructions on 
doubtful points. 


Tokio, ist Apul—it is stated on good 
authority that the Russian force between 
Chiuhenchéag and Féaghuangchéng has now 
reached about one army corps, Relays con- 
sisting of five or six men each are posted every 
one of two // between Chivlienchéng and 
Antunghsien, The Russians are hastily erect- 
ing entrenchments in the Yalu valley with the 
object of keeping open their communications. 
Seven have been finished at Antunghsien, and 
five or 51x more are under construction. 

Tokio, 3rd April.—The Yalu is thawing, It 
1s reported that the Russians have withdrawn 
from Shonchhyon, midway between Chongju 
and Wiju.

(HE TOMB FESUPAL. 
—»—__ 

The Tsing Ming, or tomb festival, which was 
celebrated throughout China on ‘Tuesday lust, 
and was responsible for much inconvenience 
regatding “boy pidgin,” ts one of the three prin- 
cipal annual festivals of the celestial Empire, 
the other two being the New Year and the 
Mid-Autumn festivals, ‘they date back pro- 
bably no farther than the earlier years of the 
Ming dynasty. The ‘Tsing Ming festival may 
be called the Festival of the Dead, and it 
reminds one very forcibly of Le Jour des Morts 
which is celebrated in Paris on the last day of 
the year, when so many thousands ai the Pari- 
sians repair to the cemetery of Pére la Chaise, 
where their friends aud loved ones are sleeping. 
30 in Chiga, ua the Tsing Ming festival, 
immense nunibers of the peuple repair to the 
graves of their ancesiors tu worship and sacri- 
fice at their tombs. This no douba was origin 
aly done merely as an act of remembrance of 
the dead, but it has apparently, in later years, de- 
geocrated untilat the present vine it would seem 
to partake more of the nature of an atternpt to 
concilale or propitiate the spirits of the dead, 
of whom the Chinese stand in perpetual dread. 
As we kuow to our cost, the Chinese who are 
away from home when this feast comes round, 
use every effort to returo to where their ances- 
tors lic buried, in order that they may perform 
the necessary worship, which sto them a mavter 
of supreme importance. ‘he common people, 
not having ancestral balls of their own, perform 
their worship before the ancestral-tablet which 
is found in every home, and in which the Chin- 
ese believe the spirits of their ancestors reside. 
The curious old custom of eating fruit and 
flower cakes at the graves of theic ancestors at 
the Tsing Ming festival is still observed by the 
Chinese who are desirous of fulfilling their filial 
duties and obligations, although, perhaps, not 
to the sume extent as formerly. ‘This custom, 
however, originated in the Hao-chih or Cold 
‘Food Festival, which is probably still more an- 


-cient than the. Tsing Ming festival, and which 
-was formerly celebrated. on the day preceding 


that festival, But this old feast ceems to have 
been forgotten, or, being so near Tsing Ming 
has caused it 10 be incorporated. with it, says a 
writer or the subject, ;An old ‘Chinese work, 
‘teferring on the Hao-chik festival, says tbat 
‘anyone who on this day eats hot food will have 
his sigg-fieldadgsiroyed by-halh “. --
